Immediate effectiveness upon filing will provide
abenefit to the public by quickly removing lists of outdated codes and standards from the Department’s general rules.
The outdated codes and standards listed in the repeal ed rules are no longer referenced in the rules of any Department
program. Removal of the lists of outdated codes and standards is not associated with any rule-violation penalty.

An explanation of therules, including the agency’sreason for initiating the rules:

In accordance with the five-year review report for 9 A.A.C. 1, Articles 1 through 4, approved by the Governor’s Reg-
ulatory Review Council as number F-99-0901 on September 14, 1999, the Department is repealing R9-1-413 through
R9-1-417.

The Department established the 9 A.A.C. 1, Article 4, listing of codes and standards so that only one rule would have
to be revised when a code or standard was updated, instead of having to revise rulesfor each program using that code
or standard. R9-1-413 through R9-1-417 list the following codes and standards:

e Pediatric and maternity standards;

e Standardsfor:
e Laboratory procedures,
e Food and drink, and
e Communicable disease and infection control; and
e Other operating codes and standards for Title 9 facilities.

Except for the codes and standards listed in R9-1-412, the 9 A.A.C. 1, Article 4, codes and standards have not been
updated. R9-1-413, R9-1-415, R9-1-416, and R9-1-417 were last amended in 1981. R9-1-414 was made in 1978 and
has not been revised.

The Department determined that it is more convenient to incorporate codes and standards by reference in individual
program rulesthan to list the standard in 9 A.A.C. 1, Article 4. It is more logical to have updated codes and standards
appear in the Chapters containing individual program rules than in R9-1-413 through R9-1-417. With the repeal of 9
A.A.C. 10, Article 12 Infirmaries, effective August 9, 2002, Title 9 programs no longer reference any code or stan-
dard listed in R9-1-413 through R9-1-417. Repeal of R9-1-413 through R9-1-417 is appropriate.
